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The minimum rates of wages shall consist of all 
inclusive rates allowing of the basic rates and cost 
of living allowances and the cash value of concession . 


3. Both Men and Women workers have to be paid 
same rates of wages fixed for the category and for 
equal work , 


The amount deductable as food allowances shall 
be uniformally Rs. 55 , - (Rupees fifty five only ) per 
month for all categories and in all three Zones. 


4. In case of employees employed in piece - rate 
basis , the minimum rates of wages payable to them 
shall be at a rate not less than the minimum rates 
of wages fixed for the class / category to which he 
belongs under this Notification . 


1. (a ) unskilled work is one which involves simple 
operations requiring little or no skill or experience 
on the job . 


5. The minimum rates of wages payable to an 
adolescent certified to work as an adult shall be the 
same as an adult. In case he or she is certified to 
work as an adolescent only , the rate of wages pay . 
able shall be 80 per cent of the minimum rates of 
wages fixed for adults . 


(b ) Semiskilled work is one which involves skill 
or conipetence acquired through experience on the 
job and which is capable of being performed under 
the supervisión or guidance of skilled employees , and 
includes unskilled supervisory work . 

(c ) Skilled work is one which involves skill or 
competence acquired through experience on the job 
or through training as an apprentice or in a techni 
cal or Vocational Institute and the performance of 
which calls for initiative and Judgement. 


6. The minimum rates of wages fixed is an all 
inclusive rate including the wages for the weekly 
day of rest .
